He said this in the cheeriest manner and 
we believe him. 


DETAILS OF DISASTER.

BULL BAY, Jamaica, Jan. 17.—Thirty-five 
of the fifty-five employés of a tourists’ bu- 
reau were killed. 

The Rev. Mr. Pratt, a Baptist minister, 
was injured while rescuing an English trav- 
eler. 

The number of casualties within residences 
was larger than was expected. 

There were eighty men in one of the 
wrecked churches. Two of them were killed 
and many injured. 

The governor is gradually. relieving the 
congestion of the population. He is driving 
the people into the country. Nobody is al- 
lowed to enter the city unless with food or in 
search of missing persons. 

The American battleships Missouri and In- 
diane and a torpedo boat have arrived in the 
harbor.

‘ Harbor Channel Is Changed. 

The lighthouse at Plum Point and Port 
Royal are at the bottom of the harbor, and 
the entrance and old navigation channel have 
changed and their depth altered from ten 
to six fathoms in some places. 

‘The Hamburg-American line steamer 
Prince Waldemar went ashore this morning 
on Plum Point, near its sister ship, the 
Prinzessin Victoria Luise. The steamer 
Port Kingston was lifted upon the mud by 
the shock, but got up full steam for the 10,000 
horse power engines in four hours and backed 
into the harbor in the nick of time. Its paint 
was melted by the fire ashore despite the use 
of the hose. It will sail for Barbados.

have been confined almost to three parishes 
of the island—namely: Kingston, Port Royal, 
and St Andrew. The fire at Kingston has 
practically ceased. Only coal and rubbish 
are now burning. 

The district burned comprises a triangu- 
lar area between the Parade gardens, the 
sea, Duke street, and Princess street. The 
parish church forms the apex of thie tri- 
angle, which comprises about one-thirtieth 
part of the town. The wharves burned are 
George and Branday and Malabre, Haggart, 
Lyons, Solomons, de Mercado, Henriques, 
and one, not both, of the Royal Mail Steam 
Packet company’s wharves. 


Bodies Still in Ruins. 

The burned area is being cleared slowly 
owing to the indisposition of the population 
to labor at double the usual wages. There 
are a few bodies still covered with ruins. 
The burials to noon this day comprise 343. 
The persons admitted to the hospital in 
Kingston total 440, excluding some 60 cases 
sent to a Spanish town from Kingston for 
treatment. 

The population generally is encamped on 
the parade grounds, the race course, and 
the open spaces. It is reluctant to return 
to its ruined houses during the fine weather. 

The usual provision shops are in the 
burned area, and there is consequently difmfi- 
culty in buying provisions. I am arranging 
for sales temporarily, and for the transfer 
of persons to other parishes. 


Population Wonderfully Patient. 

There was some pilfering last night from 
deserted shops. The population is wonder- 
fully patient, but listless. 

Great assistance has been given by Sir 
Alfred Jones, who converted the steamer 
Port Kingston into a temporary hospital and 
refuge, by doctors and firemen from Spanish 
town, and by the commander of the troops, 
who supplied men to assist in keeping order 
and to patrol. 

The direct West India line cable is broken 
three miles off the coast. Both the telegraph 
offices are burned.”’ 


Death Roll to Reach 1,000, 

From other dispatches from Holland Bay 
it seems certain that the death roll will ex- 
ceed 500 and may even reach 1,000. Large 
numbers have been incapacitated by their 
injuries. The city is a heap of ruine. 
Sir Alfred Jones’ dispatch received during 
the night, saying that pvery house in Kings- 
ton has been destroyed and that the city was 
a heap of smoldering ashes, has awakened 
the British public to the extent of this blow 
to their favorite colony, as Sir Alfred is 
among the most trustworthy figures in the 
commercial world. Other delayed dispatches 
now filtering into business houses gave la- 
conic details of the terrible situation at 
Kingston and others add to the vivid picture 
of the upheaval, showing the appalling re- 
sults of the earthquake—hotels, piers, and 
warehouses being instantly destroyed while 
the people were engaged in recreation or were 
attending to business. 


Relief Work Is Prompt. 

With characterietic promptitude the royal 
family hastened to set the country an ex- 
ample of generous assistance to the afflicted 
city. The king and the queen have each con- 
tributed $5,000 to the lord mayor’s fund. ‘The 
prince and princess of Wales have con- 
tributed $2,500 each, and the big companies: 
interested in the West Indies are following 
suit. Should the reports of the subsidence 
of Kingston herbor be confirmed, a new peril 
will be added, and further dispatches on this 
subject are awaited with the greatest anx- 
lety.

A briek wind that had rung up from the 
southwest fanned the flames, which were 
soon raging along the entire harbor front 
and eating their way into the residential por- 
tions of the city. 

„ The fire brigade station in Sutton street 
had been wrecked by the earthquake and 
the fire apparatus in it destroyed. This 
made resistance to the fire impossible. It 
therefore, continued its course uhchecked 
until this (Tuesday) morning. 


Business Quarter Wiped Out. 

‘By that time the whole business quarter 
of the city had been wiped out of existence, 
an area of about one square mile extending 
from the Parade and Harbor street. and in- 
cluding King, Harbor, Tower, Orange, and 
West streets. 

Many of the big public buildings were 
wrecked, but the treasury building in Har- 
bor street was intact. The postoffice and 
courthouse, which were combined in one large 
structure, and the headquarters’ house, con- 
taining the government offices, the Colonial 
bank, and the Nova Scotia bank were all de- 
stroyed. The government house was badly 
damaged. 

„The churches disappeareg, including the 
parish church and the Roman Catholic cathe- 
dral, which latter had been recently built. 
The Scotch kirk, the Wesleyan and Beptist 
chapels, and the theater were also destroyed. 


Ships Turned Into Hospitals. 

„The ships in the harbor, including the 
Premier, Arno, and Port Kingston were 
transformed into hospitals. The deck of the 
Port Kingston resembled a shambles, and 
the cabins were full of the dying and the 
dead. The only surgeon was the ship’s doc- 
tor, Evans, who was busy with amputations 
from 5 o’clock in the afternoon until ¢ in

Puts Loss at $25,000 000. 

“The entire city must be rebuilt. The 
losses are enormous. One unofficial estimate 
places the loss at $15,000,000. A large aum- 
ber of fissures in the earth appeared. The 
rails of the electric tramway tracks are 
twisted, the water pipes are damaged, and 
there are no lights at night time owing to 
the damage to the electric and gas plants. 

Many curious ciroumstances might be re- 
ported.

“The area razed by the fire is bounded, 
roughly, by Fleet street on the east, West 
street and the custom house on the west, and 
from the water front on the south to the 
racecourse on the north. The whole water 
front from the Royal Mail wharf to the rail- 
way wharves at the west end of the harbor 
has been burned over. 

The majority of the ladies of Sir Alfred 
Jones’ party were at the Constant Spring 
hotel, in St. Andrew, which is five miles 
from Kingston, when the shock came. The 
central tower of the hotel was cracked and 
threatened to topple over. There was no 
panic, the guests eating their dinner with 
the greatest equanimity. Nobody was in- 
jured. 

When the seriousness of the disaster be- 
came apparent they could be seen removing 
their luggage to the lawn in frapt of the 
hotel, where the party encamped until the 
danger of further shocks appeared to be 
over. Later Sir Ralph Moore conveyed all 
who were desirous of going to the city and 
aboard the steamship Port Kingston. But 
many preferred to wait at the hotel till next 
morning. 5 

Sir Alfred Jones had a marvelous escape.

WEIRD TALES FROM KINGSTON. 

Galveston, Tex., Jan. 17.—[Special. ]}—Oper- 
ators’ messages flashed over the Panama 
cable from cable stations on the island of 
Jamaica tell of many incidents that so far 
have not been referred to in the regular om- 
olal and press dispatches.

Washington, 
The house this afternoon passed an emer- 
gency bill authorizing the president to use 
any naval supplies on hand to alleviate dis- 
tress at Kingston. 
bill tomorrow. 

This action was necessary because the 
president in ordering the fleet supply ships 
Celtic and Glacier to Kingston yesterday 
acted on his own initiative. 

The Celtic has probably sailed by this time, 
and will be in Kingston before tomorrow 
morning. It has on board, among many other 
things, 152,000 pounds of flour, 10,000 pounds 
of salt beef, 15,000 pounds of salt pork, 25,000 
pounds of tinned vegetables, 30,000 pounds of 


coffee, 75,000 pounds of sugar, 10,000 pounds 


of butter, and 8,500 pounds of macaroni. Al 
these things may not be suited to the palate 
of the sufferers in Kingston, byt they will 
help keep the people alive until something 
better can be procured. 


Red Cross Gets Busy. 

The Red Cross got busy early this morning 
when the papers showed that the seriousness 
of the situation had not been exaggerated. 
Miss Mabel T. Boardman, who is at the head 
of the offices of the national organization, 
suggested that 65.000 be spent immediately 
for supplies for Jamaica, to be shipped by 
the first available steamer from New York. 

Secretary Taft concurred and a message 
was sent to Cleveland Dodge, head of the 
New York state branch of the Red Cross, 
directing him to make the purchases of sup- 
plies to the extent of $5,000 and ship them as 
quickly as possible to Kingston. 

The matter of a presidential proclamation 
calling for contributions to the Red Cross 
fund was considered and Secretary Taft, 
president of the national organization, went 
to the White house and talked to President 
Roosevelt. Later in the day it was decided 
not to issue a proclamation. This was due 
to the adoption of the plan to use naval 
stores. The Red Cross, however, is in need 
of contributions to make up the $5,000 al- 
ready authorized to be spent. 


Appeals for Funds. 
When everything was finally settled the 
Red Cross issued this statement: 
“The American National Red Cross has 
made arrangements, through the New York 


branch, to ship by the Hamburg-American 


line, which has given free transportation, 


$5,000 worth of food supplies to Kingston, 


consigned to the American consul. The Red 
Cross branches will receive contributions for 
the purchase of these supplies, which the 
society considers should be sent immediately | 
as the need is urgent.

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CRASH OF RUINED WALLS, 


BURNED EIGHT STORY BUILDING 
SUDDENLY COLLAPSES. 


Several Firemen and Pedestrians 
Narrowly Escape Burial in Debris 
—Two Small Adjoining Structures, 
Deserted by Their Tenants, Who 
Had Feared the Danger, Crushed— 
Employes of Establishments in Vi- 
cinity Alarmed by the Tremor. 


The danger that lurks in high and unstable 
brick walls left standing after a fire was 
exemplified at 4:30 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon wher the ruins of the eight story build- 
ing formerly occupied by M. A. Donohue & 
Co., at Polk and Dearborn streets, collapsed 
and several firemen and pedestrians nar- 
rowly escaped burial in the débris. 

Two smal! buildings adjoining the burned 
structure on the south were crushed by the 
falling bricks}; but, luckily for the tenants, 


they had been abandoned because of the 
threatening condition of the adjoining walis. 
The Donohue building was ruined by fire 


Tuesday morning. 

Hundreds of employés of the R. R. Donnel- 
ly & Sons Co. and other firms close by were 
thrown into a panic by the crash, which 
caused a tremor like an earthquake. A 
great hole was broken in the sidewalk of 
the Donnelley plant in Plymouth court by 
falling bricks and several windows in the 
basement were broken. 

Confusion Follows the Crash. 

Gas pipes were broken and frequent ex- 
plosions under the bricks kept engine com- 
panies No. 1 and 21 busy working to shut 
off the gas pipes, which were difficult to 
reach. Two cab horses and a truck team 
ran away. Trolley wires were torn down 
and added to the danger until the current 
was shut off. 

Several members of engine company No. 1 
were working on an adjoining building when 
the bricks rained around them, but nobody 
was hurt. Policemen Teape, McGurn, and 
Kenny of the Harrison street station, who 
had been detailed to keep pedestrians out- 
side the ropes ‘which had been stretched 
around the building after the fire, had nar- 
row escapes. 

Confident No One Was Hurt. 

W. Z. Zingraf, 1004 Wabansia avenue, and 
C. Williams, 391 La Salle street, witnessed 
the crash. Mr. Williams said he saw a 
man and woman approaching the building 
when the crash came and did not see them 
afterwards. Fire Chief Horan and Fire Mar- 
shal Buckley, however, were confident that 
nobody was killed or hurt. Deputy Build- 
ing Commissioner Hughes and Fire Attorney 
Hogan were of the same opinion. 

The small buildings which were wrecked 
had been occupied by H. R. Jacobs’ ticket 
office, the Eagle Lithographing company, 
and J. Duncan's restaurant previous to the 
fire. Insurance Adjuster Maher of the Policy 
Holders’ Union company had left the reatau- 
rant half an hour before the walls fell. 

Remaining Wing Is Condemned. 

Deputy Building Inspector William Cor- 
dell visited the ruins last night and con- 
demned the remaining south wing of the 
building. Dearborn street and Plymouth 
court in the neighborhood of the building 
‘were ordered closed for traffic. 

The trolley cars had been kept out of Dear- 
born street since the fire and it was declared 
that proper police precautions had been 

taken. A crew of 200 house wreckers work- 
ing for Barney Benson would have started 
to tear down the building this morning.

A board of gov- 
ernment engineers, apparently unable to 
grasp the trend of affairs, has reported that 
such canal is impracticable, not because of 
any engineering difficulties, but because, for- 
gooth, it will cost $70,000,000.

Ch alone has already spent 
one-half of that amount in building the most 
difficult section of the canal from Chicago 
to Lockport. It is not supposable that a

It is in the hoof house at the yards 
that the little creature has appeared in mil- 
lions: These houses are for the storage of 
hoofs that are under way in the processes 
toward glue manufacture. In the houses the 
floors age of wood, three or four inches 
thick. et this hairy little worm has honey- 
combed them in its search for lead pipe. 


Fire Underwriters Alarmed. 


Danger from fires caused by the short cir- 
eculting of electric currents caused N. A. 
Burleigh, inspector for fire underwriters, to 
carry a consignment of the larvae, pupe, 
and beetles over to Mr. Gerhard at the labora- 
tory. A cross section of the gnawed lead 
pipe and wiring, cut from one of these build- 
ings, were inclosed in the box for luncheon 
purposes, but the little pests have disdained 
it and feasted exclusively on Hyde Park 
restaurant cake. 

It has been a question whether the larve 
had not been eating away the lead in order 
to get at the canvas or the rubber insulation, 
but it is the consensus of opinion in the 
laboratory that it would be a fool bug that 
would gnaw away seventy grains of lead to 
get four bites of cloth ingulation, especially 
when the larve would rather have restau- 
rant cake anyhow. 

So great have been the ravages of these 
larvee upon the lead insulation in the hoof 
houses that already new installations of elec- 
tric wires are being conducted in gas pipe 
protections. Some of the floors of the houses 
are so bored and weakened that cement will 
have to take the place of the wood. 


Puzzle for Entomologists. 


The entomological divieion of the Field 
museum has no record of such a creature as 
this. Its uncles, cousins, and aunts, how- 
ever, have been identified. The family name 
is dermestida, with the accent on the 1.“ 
The black “ larder beetle is a near relation; 
the carpet beetle also is a dermestida, 
bred in the bone. 

This lead pipe cinch ” bug has an adven- 
turous career of aliases. It begins as an egg, 
new laid, in which it differs radically from 
most eggs sold through the yards. It hatches 
and becomes the lithe, whiskered larva, 
with strong plumbing propensities and im- 
mune from lead poisoning. It is in the 
larva stage that the creature is destructive- 
ly ommivorous. 

From the larva state it becomes a blond 
pupa, later bursting its enveloping skin and 
appearing as a coal black beetle, three- 
eighths of an inch long, wearing a shepherd's 
plaid waistcoat and a pair of feelers suggest- 
ing an ebony lorgnette.

Prot. Prederick Starr of University of 


Chicago Gives Early History of Con- 
ventional Evening Garb.

Prof Frederick Starr ot the University of 
Chicago, recently returned from the jungles 
of Africa, has analyzed ‘the evening dress 
suit, its origin and component parts, and finds 
that it is a survival of a riding habit in vogue 
at the time of the Norman conquest, 800 
years ago. 

He explained to his class in anthropology 
at the university yesterday that the dress 
coat has descended from an old fashioned 
practical coat in which a man worked and 
walked." He also pointed out what he called 
the real reason why waiters dress themselves 
in the customary open work regalia.’’ 

The anthropologist’s analysis of the dress 
sult was as follows: 

The. cutting away at the watt of the coat had

The buttons at the back of the coat once served 
the purpose of fastening the skirts behind to pre- 
vent flaring in the wind or wrinkling.

JEROME SAYS AS RULE THEY ARE 
PACK OF COWARDS. 


District Attorney in Talk with Com- 
mittee of Pastors Pays Respects te 
Lawmakers in Caustic Style—En- 
lists Ministry in His Fight to Put 
End to Poolrooms and Other Fornis 
of Gambling—Says with These Aids. 
He Will Win. | 


New York, Jan. 17.—[Special.}—District 
Attorney Jerome told a committee of clergy- 
men, representing the National Federation of 
Churches and Christian workers, that es a 
Tube legislators were a pack of cowards. 

It's easy enough to drive them ff you 
only go about it right.“ said he. 

The district attorney proposes to enlist the 
services of the churches of this state to round 
up legislators in favor of three bills which 
he has had introduced in the legislature at 
Albany for the avowed purpose of putting 
poolrooms out of business and preventing bet- 
ting at racetracks. After he had addressed 
the clerical committee at the Bible house this 
afternoon they voted to indorse Jerome’s 
three bills and organize a movement to ob- 
tain the backing of the churches of the state 
to drive the legislators ’’ the right way. 


Racing Dead Without Betting. 

The district attorney told the clergymen 
that without betting racetracks would go out 
of busienss.

French Clergy Decides Not to Act 
Till Pius Has Issued His 
Orders. 


PARIS. Jan. 17.—The ultramontanes were 
victorious at the sessions of the French 
episcopate in their determination to hold in 

the main question of how worship 
shall be continued. A decision was arrived 
at not to form cultural associations under 
the law of 1901 and to ask at the same time 
for precise Instructions from Rome. In the 
‘meantime the status quo will be maintained. 
The vatican’s position in the matter was 
revealed by Cardinal Coullie, archbishop of 
Lyona, who told the assembled ecclesiasts 
that a solution would be contrary to the or- 
ders of the pope, who desired to compel the 
French government to make a new conven 
tion. 5 

Urges All Be Left to Ro 

According to an authenticated version of 
his remarks, the cardinal said: 

_ “We can congratulate ourselves on hav- 
ing obtained important results already. The 
government has surrendered on several 
points, namely, that the prosecution of 
priests for not making declarations of their 
int em tiom to hold meetings has given meager 
results. In some cases the priests were 
acquitted. The government hes been com- 
pelled to modify the law. 

We must not utter the word settlement.“ 
There will be no solution until the govern- 
ment turns to Rome.”

ALEXIEFF, AGAIN IN CZAR’S 
FAVOR, MAY OUST REFORMER 


Admiral Birileff Resigns as Minister of 
Marine Following Rebuke to Draw- 
ing Room Sailors. 


ST. PHTERSBURG, Jan. 17.—Dissatisfied 
with the turn in the proposed internal reforms 
for the navy Admiral Birileff, minister of ma- 
rine, has tendered his resignation. He is 
awaiting its acceptance early next week. 

The retirement of Admiral Birileff is coin- 
cident with the reappearance of Admiral 
Alexieff, the emperor's former viceroy in the 
far east, who, after a season of the deepest 
imperial displeasure, again is in favor. He 
probably will be made president of the com- 


| mission which is to elaborate the naval re- 


forms. 

The downfall of Admiral Birtleff, a bluff sea- 
dog, who in a most unconventional manner 
has rebuked delinquent officers regardless of 


their influence at court, is due largely to the 


operations of the clique of drawing room sail- 
ors and others who have been opposing any 
Investigation into the scandals of the grand 
ducal régime. % bE 

During the recent conferences at Tsarsko- 


| Selo, to which Admiral Alexieff and all other 
prominent naval officials were summoned, 


this organized clique rallied around the for- 
mer. viceroy... After the temporary victory of 


Admiral Birfleff it succeeded in winning the 


emperor over to its side. 
The details of the proposed reforms have not 


| yet been decided on. The most favored plan is 


to create, in addition to the minister of 
marine, a commander of the fleet in imitation 
ot the German, system. 
Hang Terrorists in Public Gardens. 
ODESSA, Jan. 17.—The public gardens was 
the scene of a triple execution today. Three 
terrorists were hanged in a rew after having 
been condemned to death for the armed 
robbery of a shop. Their trial took place 
before a drumhead court martial. 


ELLIOTT SHEPARD “DOES TIME.” 


New Yorker Imprisoned for Nine Days 
for Killing Girl with Auto— 
Then Given Pardon. 


PARIS, Jan. 17.—The caee of Elliott F. 
Shepard of New York, who in October, 1008, 
was sentenced to three months’. imprison- 


ment, $120 fine, and to pay $4,000 damages 


to the parents of Madeline Marduel, who 
was killed by Shepard’s automobile in Au- 
gust of that year, has been settled. The 
damages were paid immediately after the 
decision and subsequently the sentence was 
reduced to six weeks’ imprisonment. 

Since then sentence has been suspended 
repeatedly pending efforts to secure a pardon 
for Shepard. Through a misunderstanding 
a request for a pardon was presented two 
weeks ago in such a way that it entailed 
instant decision. The pardon: was refused 
and sentence went into execution. Shepard 
thereupon was arrested, but was subjected 
only to the régime of an “ accused person.” 

After remaining in prison for nine days 
the authorities agreed to pardon Shepard on 
the payment of $2,000. The pardon carried 
a special exemption from the law under 
which foreigners convicted of crime are con- 
ducted to the frontier upon their release and 


expelled. a 


HONORS FOR MRS. M’CORMICK. 


Sultan of Turkey Confers Insignia of 
Imperial Order Upon Wife of 
American Ambassador. 


PARIS, Jan. 17.— The sultan of Turkey has 
conferred upon Mrs. McCormick, wife of the 
American ambassador to France, the Grand 
Cordon of the Imperial Order of Nichan-- 
Chefakat, and the insignia was worn by Mrs. 
MeCormick tonight. at the gala diplomatic 
dinner given by President Fallieres at the 
Elyaée palace. It consists of a star of rubies 
and dia monde suspended from the shoulder 
by a broad white ribbon with green edges.

Action at Pittsburg Result of Bribery 
Methods in Railroad Franchise 
‘ Ordinance. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 17,—[S8pecial,]-—War- 
rarits for the arrest of Common Councilman 
William A. Martin and Attorney Samuel G. 
Bailey on charges of contempt and obstruct-

Didorado, Kas, Jan. 17.—[ Special. }—Miss 
Mary H. Glass, a 28 year old country school 
teacher, was found dead with her throat out 
late last night in her schoolhouse in the 
western part of this county. A few hours 
previously Robert Hall, a young farmer Mv- 
ing in the same neighborhood, who had been 
attentive to Miss Glass, staggered into his 
mother’s home and fell unconscious at her 
feet from a deep gash in his throat. 


Says Woman Slashed His Throat. 

When revived Hall told in whiepers that 
: Mise Glass had slashed him during a querrel. 
He refused to tell how she met her death. 

mgt to the young man’s story, which 
was told in whispers becau 
W se of his gashed 
o'clock yesterday afternoon and remained 
until after the pupile departed for their 
homes, as had been his custom. He said that 
he and Miss Glass talked over their affairs 
and that he reproached her for having re- 
ceived the attention of another young man. 
Angry words followed, he said, and she at- 
tacked him and cut his throat. 

When asked who cut Miss Glass’ throat 
young Hall refused to make any reply what- 
ever. No weapon of any kind was found in 
the schoolhouse or Hali’s pocketa. 


Evidences of Fierce Struggle. 

The wounds in the throat of each show 
plainly that the cuts were inflicted with a 
similar weapon and a keen one. The school- 
house had the appearance of having been the 
scene of a terrific struggle. 

Hall is 27 years old. He was born and raised 
in Butler county, is fairly good looking, and 
ig popular with his set. It is thought his 
wounds are fatal. 

Miss Glass had taught in Butler county 
schools for four years. Her parents are well 
to do and old settlers of Murdock township. 

The coroner's jury returned a verdict that 
Miss Glass came to her death at the hands 
of Hall. 


Shoots Wife, Daughter, and Self. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 17.—Lewis Pennis, 38 
years of age, shot his wife and 8 year old 
daughter at their home in the west end today 
and then tried to commit suicide. At the 
Massachusetts general hospital it wae said 
that Pennis and his wife probably will die. 
The child was not seriously wounded. 

Pennis, who has been working in New York 
for the last three years, returned to Boston 
today. The couple quarreled. Pennis drew 
a revolver from his pocket and fired a bullet 
into his wife’s brain. 

Pennis then fired at his daughter, who was 
cowering in a corner. Then he placed the 
revolver at hie own breast and pulled the 
trigger. 


MINERS FOR CABINET CHANGE; 
MAKE AN ATTACK ON STRAUS. 


Convention Demands Separation of De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor and 
Establishment of Labor Department. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 17.—The delegates 
to the eighteenth annual convention of the 
United Mineworkers today adopted a reso- 
lution demanding the separation of the de- 
partment of commerce and labor and estab- 
lishing a department of labor. The resolu- 
tion also attacked Oscar Straus, the new sec- 
retary of the department of commerce and 
labor, charging him with permitting and 
aiding employers to violate the contract 
labor act. 

It also was declared that the department 
was being conducted more in the interest of 
capital than of labor, and that in order that 
the interests of labor shall be guarded and 
the purposes of the act creating the depart- 
ment carried out that a consistent friend of 
labor should be placed at the head of it. 
The resolution was presented by J, W. Cran- 
dall, an Illinois delegate. 

The credentials committee presented an 
amended report, seating practically all of 
the delegates, pursuant to the adoption ofa 
resolution on Monday to recognize all the 
delegates in the proceedings who gave a 
written guarantee that the locals they rep- 
resented will pay their back taxes and strike 
assessments. The report showed that fewer 
than half a dozen delegates had failed to 
sign the agreement that the money will be 
paid to the national treasury by April 1. 

President Mitchell and Secretary-Treasur- 
er Wilson were unable to keep the conven- 
tion from concurring in the report of the res- 
olutions committee recommending that here- 
after no separate organization of engineers, 


firemen, blacksmiths, or members of any 
other mechanical craft employed around the 
mines shall be permitted within the ranks or 
under the jurisdiction of the United Mine- 
workers of America.

Accused. Texas Senator Ad- 


dresses State Legislators 
in Fiery Speech. 


FLAYS ALL HIS ACCUSERS. 


Dramatic Scene Marks Public 
Appearance, but the Incident 
Ends Without Action. 


Austin, Tex., Jan. 17.—[@pecial.}—United | 


States Senator J. W. Bailey appeared before 
the lower house of the Teras legislature 
today to answer charges implicating him in 
the readmission of tue Waters-Pierce Ol 
company into the state of Texas in violation 
of the anti-trust laws. 
Senator Bailey went before the house in 
response to a resolution adopted at the morn- 
ing session, after the defeat of an amend- 
ment declaring that in coming before the 
house in this manner he waived all rights 
and courted a full and free investigation. 
His friends objected to this amendment and 
it was voted down, and when Senator Bailey 
appeared before the house this afternoon he 
did so with the understanding that he would 
not be questioned as to past personal conduct. 


Dramatic Scene in the House. 

In anticipation of Senator Baileys appear- 
ance the floor and galleries of the house 
were thronged and when theaccused senator 
arose to speak the scene was dramatic. 

Senator Bailey’s speech was a long and 

vicious arraignment of his accusers. He de- 
clared that all the allegations that were out- 
lined in documentary evidence were false 
and were based upon the basest of foul 
evidence.” He said that those that were | 
‘not forgeries were even worse in their con- 
tamination, and that there wae nothing in 
any way damaging to him in the documents 
in the possession of the attorney general. 
That they were brought forth as result of an- 
imosity to him personally, and were neither 
based upon facts nor sound judgment, was 
his contention. 2 

The house adjourned soon after the senator 
concluded without taking any action. 


Senate Seeks an Accuser. 

Over in the senate the Bailey investigation 
committee sent forth a challenge asking that 
somebody come forward and prefer charges 
against the senator, and Representative 
Cocke of Bexar county hastened to the front 
with a request that he be granted twenty- 
four hours in which to prepare charges and 
summon witnesses, tle wished it understood, 
however, that he wanted Senator Bailey as 
his star witness. ; , :

The testimony shows that undue punish- 
ment has been inflicted on some of the in- 
mates from time to time and for what ap- 
ed to be trivial causes, such as being 
te to meals, etc. The instrument used in 
such punishment was commonly a paddle, 
@ piece of board, or a switch.”

“On personal investigation your commit- 
tee found several girls from 17 to 19 years of

Dr. Billings asked that. 
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Ira G. Rawn, whose election as vice president in charge of operation of the Illinois 
Central was announced after the meeting of the Central’s directors in New York on 
Wednesday, has been connected with the road since June, 1903. At that time he became 
assistant to J. T. Harahan, then second vice president, now president, of the Illinois Cen- 
tral, and he has been rapidly advanced through the offices of general superintendent of 
transportation, assistant general manager, and general manager to his present. office.

Not so long ago a man was taken 
from a county asylum to Bartonville asylum 
in irons. At one place was found an old fash- 
jomed slit door. The patient was locked in 
“the room and food and water passed to him 
through the slit in the door. 


Many Cured by Proper Care. 


„Money is needed for improved methods. 
The adoption of the hydrotherapeutic treat- 
ment would be a measure of actual economy 
in effecting the cure of persons who could be 
removed then from the institutions and re- 
lieve the state of their care. From 80 to 60 
per cent of the acutely insane become well 
under proper treatment. 

2 1 of $265,000 should be 
made for the establishment of a colony for 
epileptics, of whom over 1,100 are in charge 
of state or county institutions. They cannot 
receive proper treatment in insane asylums. 

“-‘Tyberculosis exists in ail the state insti- 
tutions, but at Joliet it is awful. Mlinois 
condemns certain malefactors to imprison- 
ment. Others it hangs. The malefactors 
sent to Joliet are condemned to almost cer- 
tain death from tuberculosis, for they are 
confined in‘cells where they get less than a 
quarter of the air space needed to keep them 
healthy. Nearly all who have been there any 
length of time contract tuberculosis. Those 
who serve terms of any length practically 
all have it.“ 

Dr. Billings described conditions under 
which convicts live in this penitentiary, and 
his statement that they are not allowed out 
of their cells at the end of the week from Sat- 
urday night until Monday morning brought 
out denials from members of the legislature,

Must Change Prison Soon. 


Senator Barr; representing the Joliet dis- 
trict, said the time was approaching when 
the present site of the penitentiary at Joliet 
would have to be abandoned on account of the 
development of the plants of the Illinois Steel 
company. 

At times, he said, ‘‘ smoke from the 
plants almost suffocates the inmates of the

Bill for Legal Catalogue.

-OHIO RIVER FLOOD IS DRIVING 
~ THOUSANDS FROM HOMES. 


Overfiow Promises to Equal That of 
February, 1884—Steam and Trolley 
Lines Crippled. 


Cincinnati, O., Jan. 17.—Thousands are euf- 
fering for tho necessities of life and thou- 
eands more are homeless because of the 
overfiow of the Ohio river, which extends 
for 400 miles. All indications point to a 
stage of at least sixty-five feet in this city, 
which will make this the greatest flood since 
February, 1884. 

The city authorities this afternoon began 
to care for persons who have been made 
homeless or are suffering otherwise. Mayor 
Dempsey and Chief of Police Milliken in- 
gspected all flooded sections. The mayor will 
draw on the $10,000 emergency, fund at once 
for relief. 

All school buildings and churches in the 
east end have been opened as temporary 
homes. 

The street car lines in both the east and 
west ends and in the suburbs on both sides 
of the river are crippled. 

About 2,000 people on a hill known as 
Turkey ridge in the east end have been 
isolated by the flood, which cut them off 
from the mainland. Many of them were 
forcibly removed by the police to places of 
greatereafety today. 

In Newport, Ky., the flood area covers 
eight blocks. Three hundred families have 
been compelled to vacate their homes. Much 
damage ie being done in Covington to resi- 
dences and business houses along the river 
front. 

Traffic generally in the river district on 
both sides of the river has been suspended. 

The railroads are great sufferers. In the 
mill creek market gardens the loss has been 
great. 


M’CLELLAN PUSHES HIS CHARGE 


New York Mayor Will Ask That At- 
torney General Be Imprisoned for 
Contempt of Court. 


Albany, N. T., Jan. 17.—Mayor McClellan 
of New York, in papers served on Attorney 
General Jackson today, gives notice of mo- 
tion to be made at a special term of the Su- 
preme court on Jan. 26. in this city, at which 
he will ask that an order be issued punishing 
the attorney general for contempt of court. 

The mayor asks that the attorney’ general 
be imprisoned for his action until the quo 
warranto proceedings, which he has begun 
on behalf of the people of the state to test 
the title of his office as mayor, be withdrawn 
and discontinued. 

The action is the result of the attempt of 
William R. Hearst to have McClelMan ousted 
from office on the claim that his election was 
fraudulent. The attorney general has made 
no answer.

Those who are 
on the inside claim to believe that the speech 
of Speaker Cannon in which he clearly in- 
dicated his willingness to accept the Dingley 
law as a minimum and construct a maximum 
tariff from that law, going upward instead 
of downward, is a notice to Germany that 
the application of their maximum tariff will 
be followed by a special session of congress 
and the authorization of a maximum Ameri- 
can tariff, about 20 per cent higher than 
the present rate, which the president would 
be directed to put in force by proclamation. 
against any ‘nation which discriminated 
against us. 

Senator Aldrich is also in harmony. with 
this idea and it is coming to be understood 
in congress that the one weakness of the 
Dingley law at the present time lies in its 
lack of elasticity. Most of the European 
nations have a system of maximum and mini- 
mum tariffs. They give the benefit of mini- 
mum tariff to nations which give them fa- 
vors. As our tariff system is rigid, they are 
naturally disposed to apply their maximum 
rates to us, 

This is all Germany has done. 


Germany’s Design Not Hostile. 

The kaiser is not unfriendly to America, 
and especially not to President Roosevelt, its 
chief executive. Baron Sternburg, the Ger- 
man ambassador, is one of the ablest and 
most liberal minded diplomats ever sent to 
Washington. While blessed with an American 
wife and having a native shrewdness and 
education of his own, the German ambassa- 
dor probably understands American methods 
and the American point of view better than 
any foreigner in the diplomatic corps here in 
Washington. The attitude of Germany, 
therefore, is not necessarily a hostile one, but 
it is merely an application of inary com- 
mercial principles. As we have nothing to 
offer in return, they propose to make us pay 
their maximum tariff. When we make it 
worth their while by reciprocity treaty or 
otherwise they are perfectly willing to apply 
their minimum tariff, and in the meanwhile 
there is no hint of desire for commercial 
warfare. 

When he made his speech lest night Speaker 
Cannon evidently had in mind some American 
tariff revisionists who would like to see the 
Dingley law made the maximum, with a 
minimum tariff established 10 or 20 per cent 
below it. That, possibly, is Secretary Root's 
idea, but it is not the idea of congress. To 
establish a minimum tariff lower than the 
Dingley rates might in some cases reduce 
the measure of protection below the neces- 
sary amount and let in foreign products in 
such a way as to drive American manufac- 
turers out of business. 


Cannon’s Speech a Warning. 

It is for this reason that congress, as led 
by Speaker Cannon, prefers to take the Ding- 
ley law as tariff basis and build upwards 
instead of digging downwards. The result 
of this would be that every nation which dis- 
criminates against us would be practically 
barred out of the American market on all 
competitive business. The rule would apply 
against Russia just as much as against Ger- 
many, but inasmuch as the present temporary 
arrangement with Ge ny expires June 30 
it is easy to see that warning given by 
Speaker Cannon was indirectly aimed at thet 
country. 

It would be an easy matter to get a max- 
imum tariff bill through congress if it became 
necessary. Some of the leaders say it could 
be passed through both houses in two weeks. 
This sentiment in congress is so well under- 
stood, and the German ambassador, Baron 
Sternburg. is so acute in his observations on 
American sentiment, that it is easy to be- 
lieve the current report that the temporary 
arrangement with Germany, which expires 
June 80, will be extended then for some little 
time, and possibly indefinitely. 


Consuls Told to Go Softly. 
Germany will be given every possible con- 
sideration in the way of administrative re- 
forms. Our consuls will be instructed, and 
‘they have been already in certain lines, to 
construe customs regulations in a liberal 
manner. Inspectors and appraisers here are 
also being directed to soften the adminis- 
trative sections of the Dingley law when- 
ever it can be done safely. 

All foreign nations benefit by these re- 
forms, but Germany most of all because that 
country was chafing under certain peculiar 
American customs regulations which were 
not in harmony with German commercial 
methods. It is in return for these execu- 
tive concessions that Germany is expected 
to continue the present temporary arrange- 
ment giving its preferential or minimum 
rates to the United States. 

If later on Germany should conclude to 
apply its maximum rates it will have cause 
to remember the speech made by Uncle 
Joe Cannon in Washington last night, be- 
cause the house of representatives will sure- 
ly pass a maximum and minimum tariff, 
with the Dingley law as the low water mark. 


PLEA FOR CHICAGO POSTOFFICE 


Figares Submitted by Cortelyou in Re- 
sponse to Mann Resolution Show 
Need of Increased Pay. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 17.—[Special.}—No 
better argument for a permanent increase 
of the force of employés of the Chicago post- 
office could be furnished than that given by 
the table transmitted to the house of repre- 
sentatives today by Postmaster General Cor- 
telyou. Mr. Cortelyou’s communication was 
in response to the Mann resolution adopted 
by the house last week. It shows that during 
the last fiscal year the postmaster was com- 
pelled to hire 2,808 substitute clerks at an 
expense of $83,928 in order to handle the im- 
mense volume of maH which poured into his 
office. 

It further shows the existence of great dis- 
satisfaction among the permanent employés 
and the difficulties the postmaster experi- 
ences in maintaining an adequate force, 
During the last fiscal year 520 clerks and 68 
carriers resigned, while 100 clerks and 9 car- 
riers were dismissed. The death rate of the 
office was comparatively small, 17 clerks and 
18 carriers dying during the year. The num- 
ber of clerks appointed was 1,558, of whom 
112 declined appointments. Three hundred 
and twelve carriers were appointed and 
twenty-nine refused to take the oath of 

ffice. 

5 These figures prove conclusively that con- 
gress must not only increase the force but 
must pay better wages. Representative 
Snapp of Illinois is a member of the house 
committee on postoffices and post roads, and 
he proposes to see that the postoffice appro- 
‘priation bill shall furnish additional relief 
for Chicago. Senator Hopkins also stands 
ready to do what he can to secure adequate 
help for Postmaster Busse and will make a 
special effort to obtain an increase of sala- 
ries for the different grades of clerks.

FORAKER kOUSED AGAIN. 


Discussion of Investigation Res- 
olution Given New Life by 
Blackburn Proposal. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. i7.—Senator 
Blackburn again injected into the Browns- 
ville controversy today the legal phase of 
President Roosevelt's dismissal order by 
giving notice of an amendment to the Fora- 
ker compromise resolution disclaiming any 
intention on the part of the senate to ques- 
tion the president's right to discharge the 
negro troops. 

The amendment, which was instantly op- 
posed by Senator Foraker, probably will de- 
lay the final vote on the resolution. 


Shrewd Move by Democrats, 

The republican leaders accept the Black- 
burn amendment as a political move, and 

ost of them expressed the opinion that it 
‘Is the result of a democratic conference. 
This Senator Blackburn denies, but he says 
with apparent confidence that it will have 
practically the unanimous support of demo- 
cratic senators. “ The amendment is not 
the result of a caucus,” he said, but it has 
general indorsement.“ He says he will press 


it to a vote. 

In opposing the Blackburn amendment 
Senator Foraker declared: 

The president in the exercise of his power 
as commander in chief Is surrounded on all 
sides by law, and he is just as amenable to 
law as anybody else.“ 

Applying the principle, he said, the dis- 
charge of meh from the army was as much a 
matter of permanent regulation depending 
on congressional action. as the enlistment of 
men or any other regulation. Asserting that 
every offense that could be thought of that 
a soldier might commit was covered by the 
articles of war, and in every oase trial by 
court martial was provided for, Mr. Foraker 
declared: 

“There is no power anywhere to indict a 
man by order, try a man by order, convict 
a man by order, and then discharge a man by 


order.“ 
Vote Is Again Deferred. 

Mr. Foraker reviewed his previous utter- 
ances, maintaining the same position in every 
respect. He replied to arguments which have 
been made since his first speeches, especially 
those of Senators Spooner and Knox. He de- 
fended the Twenty-fifth infantry, reviewing 
the escapades it is charged with, ex- 
pressing astonishment that the record fur- 
nished the senate by the war department in 
this particular was not complete, and stating

MESSAGE TO. STIR UP ROADS. 


President to Urge Congress to Take Ac- 
tion on Car Shortage in North- 
west—Railways Blamed. 


Washington, D. C., Jan, 17.—{Special.]— 
President Roosevelt is thoroughly aroused 
over the failure of the railroads to trans- 
port a sufficient amount of coal for domestic 
use in the northwest, and he is trying to find 
a way of compelling the roads to move cars. 
Me has decided to send a special message to 
congress on the subject, for he is satisfied 
that the interstate commerce law as it stands 
at present does not afford the necessary au- 
thority and that additional legislation is 
needed. 

The president's message to congress will 
give the result of special investigations to be 
made by the intérstate commerce commis- 
sion into the car shortage and the alleged 
failure of the railroads to move the cars they 
have. A special effort will be made to show 
that the railroads have not, as James J. Hill 
claims, done their best to relieve the situa- 
tion, but that they have deliberately held 
back loaded fuel cars on sidetracks because 
of pending quarrels with consignees. 

President Roosevelt directed Chairman 
Knapp thie afternoon to prepare all avail- 
able evidence on this subject for use in his 
message to congress. 


CANAL LOCK TO HAVE FIRM BASE 


Engineer Stevens Cables from Panama 
Result of Borings for Big 
Gatun Dam. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 17.—Chairman 
Millard of the senate committee on inter- 
oceanic canals today made public the report 
of the cana] commission on the boring at the 
Gatun damsite, which was furnished in re- 
sponse to a request from the committee. 

The report includes a cabled statement 
from Chief Engineer Stevens, saying that 
127 holes have been bored, all of which show 
that the lock walls will rest on firm and suit- 
able soft rock. He alsosays that sixty-three 
borings, all extending to rock, have been 
made across the valley of the Chagres cov- 
ering the damsite, and that below 200 feet 
pervious material was found in only four 
holes. 

At the Peiro Miguel lock walls there have 
been ten borings, all showing rock suitable 
for foundation,

UNION PRINTERS OFFER TO HELP 
“STRUCK” DONOHUE PLANT. 


Innovation in Labor Tactics Intro- 
_ @uced When Men Who Quit Work 
¥ramed Proposition to Assist For- 
mer Employers in Recovering from 
Misfortune Which Befell Them by 
Pire—Militiamen Want Union Mu- 


sic on Parade. 
f 

An innovation in union tactics—one which 
ig expected to popularize labor organizations 
was introduced by striking printers yester- 
day. The new move was nothing less than an 
offer from the members of Typographical 
Union No. 16 to assist M. A. Donohue & Sons, 
whose plant at 427 Dearborn street was par- 
tially destroyed by fire some days ago, in get- 
ting the plant together and turning out de- 
layed work—all of which is not to have any 
bearing upon the labor difficulties which 
caused Donohue’s men to walk out. 

Edwin R. Wright, president of the local 
union, said yesterday that he believed that 
it was the first offer of the kind ever made 
by striking unionists, but that he did not 
see why they shouldn't do the work. 


Offer Not to Affect Strike. 

“The Donohue firm has met with a dis- 
aster which it will take some days of hard 
work to overcome,” seid Mr. Wright. “ Our 
men, many of them, are not employed and 
they think that they might ae well assist 
their former employer in his time of need. 
It will, of course, have hing to do with 
the differences which t about the 
strike.” 

Mr. Wright just had finished writing a let- 
ter to M. A. Donohue, in which he told of 
the offer of the men. It is not yet known 
whether the offer will be accepted by the 
„struck house, but it is believed that the 
union mem will be given an opportunity of 
carrying out their plan.
